uses at every season of the year. The 
trouble with this supply is th at it is

destroying these impurities. 
The Well Supply 
Regarding the well supply the r e ­ 
port says: “ Perhaps the most feas­ 
ible plan for securing a supply of w'a- 
ter from wells would be to sink a ser­ 
ies of wells and connect them to a 
suction pipe leading to a pumping 
station having suitable pumps locat- j 
ed in this station which would draw j 
the water from the wells by suction . 
and discharge it Into a suitable reser-; 
voir from which it would be taken 
by other pumps and delivered to var­ 
ious parts of the city. 
“Several years ago a six-inch well, 
known as the Copeland well, was put 
down on a tract of land lying north 
of Myrick park to the depth of 70 
feet, and was tested by pumping for 
several days. 
No accurate measure­ 
ments were made by the quantity of 
water delivered by this well and we 
have no record of the materials en­ 
countered in sinking the well, ex­ 
cept the statement that it was put 
down through sand and gravel the 
entire depth. 
“We believe a series of these wells 
could be sunk to a depth of 75 to 
IOO feet on this tract of land w'hich 
would furnish the city with an ade 
quate supply of water for several 
years to come. 
“ Unlike the river supply, the cost 
of a well system is full of uncertain­ 
ties. 
In the first place, we do not 
know how much water can be secur­ 
ed from an underground source, and 
the only real test of quantity is the 
continuous operation of a pumping 
plant for several years. 
The same 
thing applies to the quality of water. 
No doubt the quality will not change 
very much as long as the v eils are 
pumped lightly, 
but 
under heavy 
pumping we cannot tell at w'hat mo­ 
ment the quality of the water will 
change. Neither can we anticipate 
with any deg-ee of certainty’ the cost 
of operating and maintaining such a 
plant, becau^i time and experience 
only will show how often it will be 
necessary to pull 
and 
clean the 
strainers, and s’nk new wells to keep 
up the full supply.

CHICAGO, July 8.—W heat trad­ 
ers did not have much chance to 
revise their ideas 
on the spring 
crop situation when they looked at 
the 
official 
weather 
chart this 
morning. 
The postings as well as 
the early messages from the north­ 
west, indicated that practically no 
rain had fallen over the big spring 
wheat states during the night. At 
the same time the trade was slow 
to jump in on the buying side of 
the m arket because 
of somewhat 
bearish feeling that 
induced the 
trade to sell out great lines of long 
wheat yesterday on a break of tw-o 
cents or more for all months. 
On 
first trades today prices ruled from
